Such was the intention of President Roose- 
velt when Commissioner Garfield submitted 
to him two weeks ago his report giving the 
results of his investigation into the Standard 
Olli monopoly. Unfortunately, Mr. Garfield 
had submitted the information he had col- 
lected to the Standard Oil company, which it 
was feared might enable the officials of that 
corporation to set up a plea of immunity. 
The administration also had to consider the 
effect of the action of the Standard Oil com- 
pany and railroads in discontinuing toa con- 
siderable extent the practice of rebates which 
followed the initiation of the Garfield investi- 
gation. It was decided also not to be too 
precipitate, but to give the interstate com- 


merce commission an opportunity to make 


some progress in the Investigation it was or- 
dered to make by congress. 


Moody’s Opinion a Lift. 


Finally, it was necessary for the president 
to receive from the attorney general a report 
as to the chances of government success, 
The methods pursued by the Standard Oil 
were adopted only upon the Advice of expert 
lawyers, and they appear to have been so 
skillfully devised In many cases that the 
company can be reached, if at all, only with 
the greatest difficulty. 

But the preliminary examination which 
Mr. Moody has completed establishes that 
it will be possible to convict not only the 
Standard Oll but some of the railroads with 
which it conspired to destroy its competitors 
by obtaining lower freight rates. 

Of course those railroads which have grant- 
ed rebates within the states cannot be 
reached. For instance, there is the Penn- 
sylvania, which gave the Standard q rate of 
9 cents a barrel from Olean, N. T., to 
Rochester, N. T., while it charged the inde- 
pendent refineries situated in the territory 
adjacent to Olean 89 cents a barrel. 

The federal government has no authority 
over this practice, but it can forbid and pun- 
ish secret rates given by the Pennsylvania to 
the Standard from Norwood, N. Y., to Bur- 
Ungton, Vt. It appears the railroads which 
especially are under consideration with a 
view to prosecution are the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy, Illinois Central, Chicage_ 


and Eastern Illinois, Chicago and Alton, and F 


Southern railway. 


Hopes to Land High Officials. 


But while the president wants the railroads 
punished for violating the Elkins anti-rebate 
law, he is anxious particularly that the Stand- 
ard Oil company shall be brought to justice. 
He has indicated to the attorney general the 
higher up the officials reached the more 
pleased he will be.

The wire seemed like a living thing, writh- 
ing into a hundred shapes, utttring the 
crashes of a mimic thunder storm each time 
it ca in contact with metal, and blinding 
with its dazzling white flashes those who 
tried ta watch it. As the fire ran up from 
the ground it spread along the wires over- 
head and soon the entire block was strung 
with a streak of flame. | 

To add to the excitement some one turned 
in a fire alarm and the engines came pound- 
ing around nearby corners. The fire horses 
were unaffected by the panic. 

Then came the wrecking wagons. The re- 
pair men jumped from their wagons and ran 
to the end of the wire while the throng of 
spectators cried out warnings, then stood 
hushed in awe as the rubber gloves grasped 
hold of the line and held it firmly in the air. 
The connection was cut down, but hardly 
had the first line been freed before the second 
string fell. It looked as if a powder mill had 
ignited, and another dash was made by the 
crowd for safety. 

Both lines were cut down, however, with- 
out further incident, and traffic, which had 
been delayed forty minutes, was resumed. 
Just what caused the accident is not certain. 
New wires were strung for half a block on 
both sides of the street. 


200 ROUTED IN FIRE PANIC 
FROM “ELECTRIC THEATER.” 


Crossed Wires Cause Blaze in Halsted 
Street Amusement Hall Which Fire- 
men Check After $700 Damage. 


Two hundred men and women fled in panic 
from the Tourists“ Electric theater,” 175 
Halsted street, at 9:30 o'clock last night when 
the inflammable materia] used in the con- 
struction of the theater was ignited at the 
rear by crossed electric wires. The wires 
were used to operate an electrical machine, 
and the flashes from these illuminated the 
interior of the theater and drove the audi- 
ence into the street. The fire started at the 
rear of the theater and was noticed first by 
the manager, Martin A. Cohen. He attempt- 
ed to extinguish the blaze without summon- 
ing the fire department but was unsuccessful. 

Much smoke was carried into the theater 
and persons in the seats rushed for the doors 
into Halsted street. 

A policeman sent in an alarm of fre. When 
the firemen arrived the interſbr of the thea- 
ter was ablaze, and it was feared the two 
story building would be consumed The 


theater and the building were damaged about 
$700 before the fire was extinguished, 


and the police did nothing. After the pair 
of brulsers had finished their job they fled, 
leaving Mr. Edwards senseless in an alley, 

Then one spectator chased one of the slug- 
gers, who coolly whipped out a revolver at 
State and Randolph streets and drove off 
his pursuer. That made easy the escape of 
both the men. 


First Violence in Strike. 


Mr. Edwards is a prominent member of the 
Brass Manufacturers’ association, which has 
beer contesting a strike of the Gas and Eleo- 
trical Fixture Hangers’ union since April 1.

ROCKEFELLER PASTOR AS HEAD 
OF UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO? 


Report That the Rev. Dr. R. P. Johnston 
Will Become President of School on 
Return from His European Trip. 


New York, May 15, 3 a. m.—[Special. }—The 
New York American this morning says: John 
D. Rockefeller’s pastor, the Rev. Dr. Refus R. 
Johnston, whose résignation from the pas- 
torate of the Fifth Avenue Baptist church 
has caused much comment in ecclesiastical 
circles, upon hig return from his contem- 
plated European trip, will become president 
of the University of Chicago, which position 
became vacant by the death of Dr. William 
Rainey Harper. Mr. Rockefeller has refused 
to discuss the matter. 

“Dr. Johnston's letter of véatetintion: 
which was read at the Sunday services, 
caused muca speculation as to the reason for 
his actions, in view of the fact the preacher 
himself declared he would not accept another 
call, but proposed to sail for Burope in June, 
where he expected to remain about one 
year. : 

“It is stated the pastor resigned because

Act on Drainage Question... 

The council protested vigorously against 
the proposition now before congress to limit 
the amount of water which can be drawn 
from the lake for uses of the drainage canal. 
It passed two resolutions—one asking the 
IMinols senators and representatives to op- 
pose the measure and the other asking that 
all reference to the amount of water for the 
canal be eliminated from it. 

The last one, introduced by Ald. Hunter, 
was the authdéritative one. It is similar to 
the one the drainage board will liself pass 
and the one which will be presented to the 
legislature. It was drawn at the sugges- 
tion ‘of the Illinois delegation in congress. 

The preamble sets out that a commission 
has reported the form of a proposed treaty 
with Great Britain as to the preservation 
and uses of Niagara falls, and in it ia pro- 
vided that the’ flow through the Chicago 
drainage canal shall not be more than 10,000 
cuble feet a second. ) 

It sets up that this will be totally inade-- 
quate to the uses of the canal, that the con- 
templated Calumet addition will of itself 
take 4,000 cubic feet, and the passage of such 
legislation would mean the drainage canal 
would have to go out of business.

EXPLOSION OF DYNAMITE 
STARTLES A HOSPITAL. 


Patients in St. Mary's Roused by Deto- 
nations Late at Night—Man Seen 
Limping Away—Hole in Ground. 


Patients in St. Mary’s hospital and the 
Norwegian Lutheran Deaconess’ home and 
hospital, Haddon avenue and North Leavitt 
street, and the Norwegian Lutheran Tabitha 
hospital, Francisco and Thomas streets, 
were frightened shortly after 10 o' clock last 
night by two explosions of dynamite within 
fifty feet of St. Mary’s hospital. 

The police made an investigation, but 
could get no trace of the man who is be- 
lieved to have discharged the blasts.

License Required by City Law. 

Here are the provisions of the ordinance 
‘whith the Illinois Steel company is violating 
every day it fails to take out a license-—price 
$100 a year—according to Col. Lewis: 

It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, aaso- 
lation, or corporation, other than the regularly 
constituted authorities of the United States, the 
State of Tilinocis, Cook county, or the city of Chi- 
cago to open, conduct, manage, or maintain any 
hospital within the city limits without first ob- 
taining a license. 

The body of no patient who has died at such in- 
stitution may be removed at any time from the 
institution unless authorized by some member of 
the family or other authorized person. 

It shall be the duty of every person or corpora- 
tion licensed to conduct or maintain a hospital to 
make a report to the commissioner of health on or 
before the fifth day of each month showing a com- 
plete record of such hospital during the preceding 
month, including the number of inmates received, 


| discharged, or dead during the month, cause of 


death, and such other information as may be neces- 
sary to an intelligent sanitary supervision of the 
establishment, such record to be furnished on 
blanks prepared and supplied by the commissioner 
of health and verified by the chief physician, sur- 
geon, or superintendent. 


The ordinance also provides that the hos- 
pital shall at all times be open to the inspec- 
tion of the commissioner of health. Penalty 
for each violation of any provision of the 
ordinance may be a fine of from 5100 to $200. 


Medical Society to Take Action. 

At the next general meeting of the Chicago 
Medical society in June it is possible action 
may maké impossible the present hospital of 
the Illinois Steel company. A proposed 
amendment to the rules of the society reads: 

Any member of this society who shall agree, 
stipulate, or contract to furnish services to any 
company, corporation, club, shop, or factory for 
a fee less than the minimum fee for like service 
in private practice in the neighborhood where the 
service is rendered shall be considered, on proof 
of such agreement or contract, to be guilty of un- 
professional and unethical conduct. 

The first June meeting of the society will 
be that of the council, composed of forty- 
five members, one from each branch and af- 
fillated society, with fifteen members chosen 
at large. This vote will decide the question 
whether the Illinois Steel company’s hospital 
shall have an accredited physician in it, or 
whether it becomes more or less outlawed by 
the profession. Dr. Oscar A. King of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons said: 

„No possible stretching of medical ethics 
can make it possible for a regular physician 
or surgeon to practice’ his profession where 
it becomes a part of his services to abet con- 
cealments in violation of law.“ 


STONE CRUSHING PLANS ARE 
SUBMITTED BY JOHN M. EWEN. 


Engineer Tells Drainage Board It Can 
Make Large Profit by Selling Material 
to Builders. 


drainage board yesterday afternoon the de- 
tails of his plan for crushing the stone in 
the spoil banks of the drainage canal and 
placing the product on the market. 

Under Mr. Ewen's scheme the board will 
have the option of conducting the entire 
process or letting contracts for the various 
divisions of the work. Under the former 
plan, he said, the board could deliver the 
crushed stone on the wagon at a cost of 
40 cents a cubic yard, while under the latter 
plan the cost would be 55 cents a yard. The 
product, he said, could be marketed at §1 
and upward, whereas the present cost of the 
article ranges from $1.55 to $1.75 a yard. He 
guaranteed a profit to the sanitary district 
of 50 cents a yard. 

Mr. Ewen offered to take charge of the 
entire project as agent of the board for 10 per 
cent of the total cost of the production and 
marketing, or 7 per cent of the market 
price, or 30 per cent of the profits. He esti- 
mated that more than 1,000,000 yards a year 
could be disposed of and that it would take 
ten years to clear the banks.

DISCOVER PART OF GOSPEL 


LONDONERS UNEARTH VELLUM IN 
RUINS OF OXYRYNCHUS. 


Tiny Scrap of Vellum Perforated by 
Worms and Yellowed by Sixteen 


Centuries Ia Still Legible—It Is 


Well Written from Literary Point | 


-—Relates to Incident Where Jesus 
Enters Temple and Denounces Mere 
Outward Purification. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 14.—Drs. Grenfell and 
Hart, during their continued researches in 
the ruing of Oxyrynthus, whose ancient 
monasteries some years ago yielded the 
famous logia of Christ, found a fragment 
of the supposed lost gospel, which now is in 
Queen’s college, Oxford. * 

Tiny Scrap of Vellum. 

It is a tiny scrap of vellum, perforated by 
worms and yellowed by sixteen centuries, | 
but the writing is perfectly legible, It is 
written in Greek characters, which are al- 
most microscopically minute, with the scar- 
let initial 8. There are about 300 words. 
It certainly is no part of any extant gospel, 
but its theological value must be left to 
theologians.

Existence on $2 a Month. 


„I know of certain young women and girls 


| who spend only $2 a month for their board,

girls live on the southwest side. They buy 
their own eatables and their landlady cooke 
for them. She also does their washing. The 
girls are foreign born and range in age from 
18 to 21. I can’t say they live satisfactorily. 
It rather is a dying wage than a living wage 
they earn. 

“I, of course, believe that most girls are 
underpaid—that is, so far aw living expenses 
are concerned. The general average of wages 
tor girls, I believe, is $5, which is less than 
girls can exist on in any TC man-

He died three days 
out. We buried him at sea. Just chucked 
him over, you know. Ain't it so?’ ¢o his com- 
panion. 

Quite right,“ said the other Englishman.

Lacey Hstemed in horror and then fell un- 
conscious te the floor. Dr. Clarke of the 
United States marine service was summoned 
and he finally restored him to consciousness.

Itinerant Preacher Named Ackerman, 
His Wife, and Their Seven Children 
‘Killed—Skull of Each Crushed In 
Home Set on Fire Burned, All 
the Bodies Being Found, Badty 
Charred, in the Ruins—Reward of 
$1,000 for Slayers. 


Pensacola, Fla., May 14.—[Special.J—An 
itinerant preacher named Ackerman, his wife, 
and their seven children, the oldest about 14 
years old, were murdered in Santa Rosa 
county, ten miles north of Milton, last night. 
The bodies were partly cremated in the blag- 
ing ruins of their home, which was arosa by 
the murderers, | 

A fund of $1,000 has been raised by the 
citizens of Milton as a reward for the appre- 
hension of the murderers, - 

The crime was discovered this morning by 
parties with whom Ackerman had an ap- 
pointment, who found the home a mass of 
ruins and the charred bodies of Ackerman, 


his wife, and seven small children among 


the débris. 

Details indicate that thé father, mother, 
and each of the seven children were mur- 
dered before the building wae fired, as the 
skull of each had been crushed. 

The country nearby is sparsely settled, the 
nearest neighbor residing about a quarter 
of a mile away. This neighbor says he knew 
nothing of the fife until early this morning, 
when he saw that the building had been 
destroyed, and gave the alarm.

CARL SCHURZ’S DEATH ENDS 
LONG AND VARIED CAREER. 


Complication of Diseases Results Fatal- 
ly for Eminent Publicist and Former 
Cabinet Mem ber. 


New York, May 14.—Carl Schurz, widely 
known as a publicist, and former cabinet 
member, died at his home in this city at 4:35 
o'clock this morning. Death was due to a 
complication of diseases following an attack 
of stomach trouble, which became acute on 
Thursday last. In spite of brief periods of 
seeming improvement Mr. Schurz slowly 
failed, and yesterday afternoon sank into a 
state of coma, which continued until the end. 
At the bedside were a son, Carl L., and two 
daughters, Marianne and Agatha; Edward 
L. Pretorius, Mr. Schurz’s business partner, 
and Drs. Jacobi and Strauss. 


Eulogized by Roosevelt. 

Washington, D. C., May 14.—President 
Roosevelt today sent the following telegram 
to Carl L. Schurz at New York: 

“Pray accept the expression of my pro- 
found sympathy in the death of your father. 
This country has lost a statesman of Lin- 
coln’s generation whose services both in 
peace and in war at the great crisis of the re- 
public’s history will not be forgotten while 
that history lasts.” 


Cleveland Gives High Praise. 

Princeton, N. J., May 14.—PFormer Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland tonight paid the fol- 
lowing tribute to the late Carl Schurz: ‘I 
look upon the death of Mr. Schurz as 4 na- 
tional affliction. Though he had reached 
length of years and though his activity had 
waned he was still a power and strong in- 
fluence in the life and sentiment of his coun- 
trymen.

The merriage of the vicomte de Murat at 
Paris to Mile. de Bony serves to recall a fact 


not generally known in this country—namely: . 


that there is an important branch of the 
princely and formerly royal house of Murat 
in France of which no mention will be found 
in the pages of the Almanach de Gotha. The 
members of this branch bear the title of 
counts and countesses of Murat.. They are 
descended from André Murat, the elder 
brother of that-Jdoachim Murat who, com- 
mencing lite as hostler at a village inn, be- 
came in turn one of the famous cavalry gen- 
erais in Europe, sovereign grand duke of 
Berg, king of Naples, and brother-in-law of 
the first Napoleon. 

André, who was created a count by Na- 
poleon, had two children. One of them, a 
daughter, Antoinette by n married 
Prince Charles of Hohenzollern aringen 
and was the grandmother of King Charles of 
Roumania and of his sister, the countess of 
Flanders. The son, Count Peter Murat, mar- 
ried the daughter of Baron Meneval, the con- 
fidential secretary of Napoleon. The sole 
issue of this union was the late Count Joachim 
Murat, who died only a few years ago, and 
who was a most delightful old fellow, spark- 
ling with wit. When he accompanied the late 
duc de Morny to Russia to attend the.corona- 
tion of Alexander II. he made an immense 
hit at the theatricals given by the duke in 
honor of the Russian monarch by a wonder- 
fully clever charade entitled A qui perd, 
gagne” (“He Who Loses Wins), which, 
in view. of the fact that Russia had a few 
months previously been defeated in the 
Crimea by the English and French, was par- 
ticularly appropriate. He died a couple of 
years ago, leaving three sons and three 
daughters, and it is one of these sons whose 
marriage is just taking place.

The ex-duke of Parma, who, as a mere boy, 
lost his throne in 1800, is so proud and reac- 
tlohary a member of the house of Bourbon 
that one is surprised to learn of his pe 
mitting one of his twenty surviving children”. 
namely: the Princess Beatrix of Bourbon—to 
contract a matrimonial alliance with Count 
Peter Lucchesi Palli, a young lawyer of 
Palermo. For the count’s father is that 
royal’ duchesse de Berry's son whose ae 
portune birth. brought.to.a rather ri apes 
loss the’. royalist insurrection of in 
France and snuffed out the 25. ng pros- 
pects of a restoration of the seni 
the 
elder son, Henry V., who died as the comte 
de Chambord. 

When Charles X., younger brother of the 
ill-fated Louis XVI., was driven by the revo- 
lution of 1830 to leave France he abdicated in 
favor of his young grandchild, the offspring 
of his murdered son, the duc de Berry. But 
his cousin, Louls Philippe, duke of Orleans, 
with the basest-ingratitude, took possession 
of the throne and little Henry V. and his 
mother, the widowed duchesse de Berry, were 
forced to follow old King Charles into exile. 

— 


Several years later the duchess de Berry, ; 


who was one of the most romantic princesses 
of the Neapolitan Branch of the house of 
Bourbon, finding that discontent was rife in 
western France, especially in Brittany, quiet- 
ly betook herself thither and started a royal- 
ist rising in behalf of her boy, Her daring 
and the devotion to the cause of hergchild 
appealed to the sense of chivalry of the 
French, especially in Brittany, and the in- 
surrection assumed alarming proportions, 80 
much so that King Louis Philippe was led 
to resort to the extraordinary measure of 
placing a price upon her head. She was be- 
trayed into his hands by one of hér most 
trusted agents, an infamous individual of the 
name of Deutz, to whom Thiers, then prime 
minister, handed. the bank notes constitut- 
ing his reward with a pair of fire tongs. 

The duchess was imprisoned in the castle 
de Blaye, and while the rebellion was robbed 
of the principal leader, her captivity created 
a still greater sympathy in behalf of herself 
and of her cause. The sympathy did not 
last long, however. For it was soon made 
known to King Louis Philippe that she was 
shortly to, become the mother of a child, the 
father of whom would be her chamberlain, 
the Count Lucchesi Palli. The French gov- 
ernment caused this news to be proclaimed 
far and wide and set the duchess at liberty 
so as to enable her to repair her indlecretion 
by marriage with the count before the child 
made its arrival into the world. 


Of course that was the end of the rebellion 
and also of the duchess as a factor in politics 
or in court life. Indeed, her relatives were 
so indignant. with her that she was deprived 
by them of the care and guardianship of her 
elder boy, in whose behalf she had headed 
the insurrection. He was brought up almost 
as an entire stranger to her and to consider 
that she, by her infatuation for her cham- 
berlain, had destroyed the best prospects he 
ever had of recovering the throne of his 
grandfather. 

That the grandson of this princess and of 
her chamberlain, who did such incalculable 
harm to the Bourbon cause in France, should 
be accepted as a son-in-law by the most re- 
actionary. and legitimist member of the house 
of Bourbon is, to say the least, remarkable. 
The young man, however, is in no sense a 
parvenu, for the Lucchesi Palli family is an 
ancient one, having been settled in Sicily 
since the reign of King Roger in 1067. It 
owes its titles of duke and prince to King 
Philip IV. of Spain and of Naples, who con- 
ferred them three centuries ago, the present 
chief of the family being the eighth duke 
della Grazia. His eldest son—that is to say, 
the brother of young Count Peter Lucchesi 
Palli—bears the title of prince of Campo- 
franco and is marreid to Countess Maria 
Waldeck, ‘only child of Archduke Henry=of 
Austria and of his actress wife, Leopoldine 
Hoffman. Her parents died within a couple 
of hours of each other at Vienna just after 
the late empress had induced the emperor to 
acknowledge their morganatic union and to 
restore the archduke to favor. 

The emperor was so moved by the bareaxe> 
ment of the young girl that he bestowed upon 
her the title of Countess Waideck and she 
was adopted by the venerable Archduke 
Rainer, her father’s brother; and by his 
chitdiess wife. She will inherit their immense 
fortune at their death.

The best way to ee a sunny springtime 
day is to go to Potsdam, on its charming 
little istand in the Havel, which at this Point 
in its course is bounded by pleasant wooded 
bills, and expands attractively into a series 
of lakes. For Potsdam, aside from its nat- 
ural beauties and its preéminence as a fa- 
vorite residence of the imperial court, is the 
true cradle of the Prussian army, 3 fact 
which Is peculiarly self-evident at this sea- 
son of the year. It was frém Potsdam that 
Frederick first issued the famous regulations 
for the promotion of uniformity of dri and 


discipline in the army which previously he 


had tested on his gigantic grenadiers and 
found to be fully satisfactory. He required 
every regiment to send here a detachment of 

isstoned officers, and men, 
in order that he might personally show to 
them the correct application of his regula- 
tions. Today this same arrangement is vir- 
tually observed; the infantry instruction bat- 
talion, which is similarly composed of picked 
men, Is stationed here temporarily from April 
15 to Oct. 1. 

Today the streets of the little town are 
crowded with soldiers, some of whom appear 
to have business to which to attend, but 
many of whom appear to be idling the time 
away. There are riflemen of the guards, 
hussars of the Hfe guards, the Uhlans, the 
men of the fleld artillery, and, most con- 
spicuous among them, membersof the Garde 
du Corps. Some of them are magnificent 
specimens of manhood. It was certainly not 
surprising that the officers in the refinue of 
the Emperor William upon the occasion of 
his visit to Rome in May of 1908 should have 
created a great sensation in the holy city 
because of their great height and splendid 
physique. 

Notice particularly members: of the Corps 
du Garde, for they are the most distinguished 
quota of the army, and one that, ever since 
its foundation by Frederick the Great In 1740, 
has enjoyed to a marked degree the favor of 
the sovereign. It is, however, not a mere 
show regiment; its war record surpasses in 
distinction that of any other division of the 
German army. During the Seven Years’ war 
it went to the front in every battle, one of 
its battalions constituting Frederick the 
Great’s bodyguard, while the rest of its men 
guarded the van. Its officers belong to the 
old aristocracy, and form the most exclusive 
association of individuals in the whole em- 
pire, wherein the army always is given social 
precedence. 

The walls of their dining room here at Pots- 
dam are nearly covered with their armorial . 
bearings, which are emblazoned on the panels 
of the room. Itis the corps’ proud boast that 
the Kaiser likes.to wear on state occasions

Money continues to rule firm in the 
market. Some of the banks complain that 
they are kept poor because of borrowing 
from sources, and ease in money 
which might be expected at this 3 does 


It is an unpalatable fact that the country 
banks are lending their own money insteed 
of placing it with Chicago institutions at an 
interest return of 2 per cent. These country 
banks have not sent back to Chicago much of 
the money which they drew out last fall. 
The events here of last winter and the last 
fortnight are having a marked effect. 

Borrowers who have been accustomed to 
carry large lines with city banks now find 
they must pay a good rate in order to get 
accommodation. The country bank money 
ordinarily available for buying. 
paper is not here. The country institutions 
are heavy purchasers, while the city banks 
are taking care of their customers. 

Rates rule at 5% to 6 per cent. ‘A large por- 
tion of business is placed at 6. The easier 
money in New York is not felt in Chicago. 


Walsh Railroads., 

The report that money is to be furnished 
to finish the Chicago Southern appeare to be 
without foundation, so far, at least, as Chi- 
cago banks are concerned. These latter have 
not had under consideration any plane for 
constructing the road. 


Merchandise Movement Resumed. 

Rock Island officials note the fact that the 
movement of merchandise which was checked 
by the San Francisco earthquake and the 
subsequent doubt about the solvency of in- 
surance companies Is being resumed. Prac- 
tically every division of the road is again 
busy.» 

What was true of the Rock Island doubtless 
characterized the situation with other roads. 
The April earnings of the different systems 
should refiect the disturbance caused by the 
San Francisco disaster. 


Buying In Wabash Bs. 
The heavy buying in Wabash debenture B 
bonds is said to be on a report that the man- 
agement has offered the bondholders’ com- 
mittee 70 per cent in a 4 per cent bond, to be 
underwritten at 85; 50 per cent in Wabash 
preferred, and 50 per cent in Wabash com- 
mon. This would be equivalent to 93 for the 
debenture Bs. The committee is said to be 
holding out for better terms. 


Commercial National Bank. 

Directors of the Commercial National bank 
have selected William V. Kelley, president 
of the American Steel Foundries company, a 
director to succeed Paul Morton, who re- 
signed because, as stated by him, he had re- 
moved permanently from Chicago, and the 
policy of the trustees of the Equitable Life 
Assurance society, of which he is president, 
is to have its officers withdraw from all finan- 
clal institütlons in which that company has 
not a stock holding, and whose directors’ 
meetings they would be unable to attend.
